"Princess Beatrice would, in - 
deed have been in a bad way if she had 
been taken ill when Lord Kiiudolph was 
BunimoiieJ, as both ho and Lady Uaudolph 
wore invited to dine and sleep at tho castle 
last Tuesday nearly u week boforo, and 
their visit had no connection whatever 
with Princess Beatrice, who was 
not taken ill till after tho dinner com- 
pany had separated. Lord Randolph was 
oomfortably aeloep when the interesting 
event was going on, and hoard nothing of 
it till the followintr morninp;. It would 
have been a heinous breach of oti(iuotte 
for the chiiiicollor of tho exchequer to 
have attondod oDicially, as this duty al- 
ways falls to a secretary of state. The 
child's cradle was bought by the Queon in 
Edinburgh.

Mr, Justice Gray at NaiiBimo has unoou- 
Biooaaly voioed popular opinion in the muoh- 
dtecussed improprietieB of ISxi Jnatioe 
'Strong in the Bproule case. "So defenqs of 
.Sir M: B. Beghie^andliis ooUeaj^ea on the 
British Columbia bonoh was iirequired at 
the handn of auy one. They stand too 
high in pnblic estimation to be damaged bj- 
tho bilious comments of tbo projudiced, 
garruIouB and autiiiuatod occupauta of the 
Canadian bench. It will oY«r bo a legret- 
ful oircumBtancs that ao good a man an 
Mr. Jnatioe Oreaae should have stooped to 
; make reference to t}ie ribaldry of the Amet- 
' iftto press and the sourrility of Mr. Justice 
Sbbng. The OUntoia charge of Mr. Justice 
Walkeidrwas propeirly passed unaotioed by 
tbegrand jury there. Whau that charge 
was repeated at Lytton' the .grand 
jury obediently responded with an 
addresii wbioh abounded in soft 
Boldor and aootliiiig^ ayriip for tho 
presiding judge who affected to believe 
that Am reputation had sutlored In eom- 
mon with that of the chief justice! We 
have all ttlong oonteuded that the chief 
jastice is the cnstodian of his own hot^r; 
that he is abundantly able to vihdidftte His 
character against all traducera, and that 
there 19 reason tn boliet'e that otCcious 
and volunteer aid to that end i« exceedingly 
distasteful to hint. If, therefo.te, as was said 
at the time, Mr. Justice Walkem's course 
at Clinton and Lytton, was an ofTencu 
against good taste, Mr, Justice C" 
course at Victoria, to aay tho very _ -6., 
was an indiscrstion and a mistake. Mr. 
Justice Gray's charge to the grand jury 
at Nanaimo, after the emuttonul gusti at 
. Lytton andOiintoh is reassuring. It will 
convince the public that all tho judges 
are not beseeching grand juries to issue 
them certiBoates of good character. The 
remarks of Mr. Justice Gray should end 
the controversy and put an end forever to 
judicial emotion. The remarks vuU be 
found in extenao elsewhere. The follow- 
ing emphsiizedqnotatioiiaj,^Utjbe -found 
in acoprd with the'p'ositibn' cSlcen"by The 
'"'fCcilomtt two months a^o: 
i \ do iwt think the bench o/ thi.iproviw? 
has mfferul by the inault, nor that t/iatcmi,- 
fdnica which has hitherto existed in this 
province in the local administration of jus 
tice will be at all l-eatened."

If Sir M. B. Bogbio should at aouje fu- 
ture time refer to this diaagrceablo episode, 
we feel sure that ho will do ho in terms that 
will prevent a repetition of the insult. 
What his friends object to is thp taking up 
of cudgels in his behalf, as if he were in- 
oapable of self-defence. 

■ THE SALMON PACK. 

Wtflch, Rithot & Co. 'a monthly trade 
report just to hand contains, among much 
other general information, a summary of 
the salmon pack for 1886. The soaaon's 
pack has not ' bean a satisfactory one. 
Judging by the fact that every four years 
a big run was experienced on the Fraaer 
river, and that this was the year in ques- 
tion, preparations for a full pack were 
mAde by all tho cannurica, but not half 
'the quantity estimated was put up. The 
run was much better ou the Sjkeena river 
and cannera there have no reason to hnd 
fault. The season was almost a complete 
failure ou outside northern rivers and in- 
lets. Tho actual pack fur the aeason 
was as follows: On Fraser river, 103,060 
cases; on the Skeena, 35,566 cases; on 
Rivers Inlet and northern bays, 24,388 
cases; total pack, 163,004 cases. The ship- 
ments are aa follows: To England — per 
"I'homaa S. Stowe," to Louduu, 30,533 
cases; uer " Jessie Stowo," to Liverpool, 
30,555 casea; per "Aberlenino," to Lon- 
don, 27,518 ; sundries via San Fran- 
cisco 13,485 cases; to Canada by 
rail, 47,223 cases; to Australia via San 
Franciaoo, 12,700 caaes ; local con- 
sumption, 990 oasiis; totil, 163,004 cases. 
In 1885 tho ahipmonts were; England, 
73,070 cases; Australia, 8,997; Kaatdrn 
Canada, 24,200, and local, 598; total, 
106,866 cases. TIiub, though the total 
this year exceeds that; of Insc by 50,139 
cases, yet owing to tlio greater expense to 
which packers wore put on accunnt of 
their sanguine hopoa tho prufila are not 
so Urge and the result by meuus au 
satisfactory, It must, nevertheless, be 
remembered that the large supply of 
plant of all kinds still on hand will bo 
most serviceable next year, and will make 
up in a measure for tho uunip:iratiro lass 
of profits. It is computed that there ia 
sufUcient now on hand to curry througli 
next season's entire pack — a circum- 
■tanofl which must be given due weight in 
■ummin^ up the general result; This 
is a subject for congratulation and is a 
solace to many packers for their di.'jap- 
pointed hopes. It muat not be forgotten 
too that salmon brought a much better 
price this year than last, which tended in 
ao. inconsiderable degree to recoup 
paokera for (heir; outlay. . It will not no 
uninteresting to' our readers to place be- 
fore them tho shipments of Cohinibiii 
river salmon during tlio eight months' 
season of 1885 and 1K86. In tho former 
year the shipments were as follows: 95, 
f)88 oases to >Saii Francisco; 23'J,690 oast 
and 193,664 to foreign ports, a total of 
636,842 cases as against the past sea- 
son 90,799 cases to San Francisco 
276,427 east and 157,05(1 to foreign ports, 
or a total of 523,282 eisos, tho catch for 
1885 thus oxoooding that of 1886 by only 
2,660 oases. While disappointed in our 
reasonable oxpoctitiona are full of 
hope of better luck next year, and are 
uonfidont that an incrnaBod inlornet will 
bo folt in this groat source of our wealth.

The- Leigh oourb 
charges rested upon the evidenco of Rcsa 
Baer, whom nobody could trust. Tha 
duke's couuuol declared Lady Ciiiupbiill 
and the duke did. not occupy adjiiiniujj 
rooms at Leigh court. Lord Colin know 
the facts of the 'Purfleot incident long 
before tho lost trial, yet hethen stated ho 
had no such suspicion against his wife.

In aciiue wiiv Aahby became in- 
torosted in property in San Francisco, 
and apme ifeeks; aj^o; he was called out 
theroi to look after it.'Last Sunday morn- 
ing ha arrived at tho West Windsor 
after an almost unbroken rido from 
California. He refused to take the om- 
nibus, and tramped the mile or more to 
his lionii). When he arrived ha was 
worn out. He sank duwu in a chair, had 
a congesttvi^ chill, and died in half an 
hour. The amount ot hia propurty ia not 
exactly known, and is variously oatiuiated 
at from 5^75,000 to ?150,000.

Richard Glenn, charged with shooting at 
Capt. F. W. Eugg, of the bark Thos. B. 
Foster, with felonious -intent, waa tried 
yesterday morning before Mr. Juatioo Har- 
rison at Esquimau. Tho following ia a 
condensed report of the evidouco adduced : 

F. W. Eugg, captain of T. R. Foster, iu 
his evidence said that on Sunday afternoon 
tho prisoner caught him by the collar on 
corner JoUuson and Government streets, 
and witness struck him; prisoner said if ho 
did not give him what ho wanted he would 
not go out of tho harbor alive; tho night be- 
fore tho shooting wituess had hoard threatfl 
made by the prisoner, aud aakod Mr. Fish- 
er, of the Globe hotel, .Ksquimalt, to lend 
him a revolver to protect himself; he said 
ho had none, and witueas remained iu a 
private room until ho heard that prisoner 
waa out of town, when he wont on board 
his vessel. On Wednesday morning Bab- 
ingtou, the boatman, went on board ship 
for witness about half-past eight; witness 
went on deck and was standing on tho 
poop with Babingtoni ' and.werelthere on- 
ly a few minutes when he heard tho report 
of a musket or rille; a bullet struck tho 
spindle of tho wheel within two feet of 
where they were .standing ; tho bullot 
smashed against the ii-ou spiudlo aud a por- 
tion ^entered liabingtou's trousers; other 
portions out the dock planking; tho ship at 
that time wan lying olV tho dockyard point 
about -100 yards from tho rocks; he looked 
in the direction of the report and saw 
amoke as if from a discharged ilrearm, aud 
immediately went ashore and laid com- 
plaint aud prisoner was arrested. 

Witness was brosS'-examined by prisoner 
and by Mr. Harrison. 

George Babingtou deposed that the 
prisoner, on tho evening of the 7lh Decem- 
ber, said he wanted to go to the ship and 
was going to shoot Oapt. Hugg; I know he 
bad had trouble with Capt. Rugg; vi'itnesH 
went aboard tho bark last Wednesday 
morning and was walking on tho (]uarter 
dock with tho captain when he heard tho 
report of a firearm and felt a siiot which Im 
thought was from tho gnu of Kome one 
ahootiug ducks; saw the smoke eurliug up 
from some bushes on shore about five hun- 
dred yards away; examined his trousers and 
picked out a piece of lead; yesterday even- 
ing the mate called attention to a mark on 
tho iron spindle, apparently caused by a 
bullet; they could not have been standing 
more than two foot from the iron spindle 
when tho allot was fired. 

Witness waa croaa examiued by priaon- 
er, but nothing now waa elicited. 

Henry .Smith, aworn, deposed that he 
heard the report of a gun yesterday morn- 
ins; witness was on the steamer Lottie: 
left the steamer and went ashore a few 
minutes after he heard tho report and 
aaw the prisoner standing in a little open- 
ing among the trees; ho had a gun simi- 
lar to the one produced; it was leaning on 
his arm and he waa looking towards the 
bark Foster; said good nforning to him 
and aakod him what ho had been shooting 
at; ho Biiid. divers; after asking prisoner 
several questions, tho latter left. 

In his cross examination witness said a 
man would have no dithculty in aiming at 
an object on the ship from tho point 
where he saw prisoner. 

Thomas Smith, seaman, deposed that 
prisoner had threatened to shoot Oaptain 
Rugg and showed him cartridges, and had 
told witiieas ho had a rifle and was going 
to shoot. 

J. D. Oampbell, constable, deposed bo 
had arrested prisoner while on tlio road 
to Victoria, carrying tho rifle produced on 
his shoulder; he searched liim and found 
two loaded riflo cartridges and one empty 
ride cartridge on him; witness detailed 
conversation with prisoner, who dis 
claimed having ahot at Capt Rugg, but 
ae.id tho a — of a b— oiiglu to bo shot; 
priaonor told him tho rifle was hiu own. 

Witness waa crosa-oxamined by prison- 
er and detailed his e.^amination of the 
vessel after tho shunting, where he aaw 
mark J as though a bullet had struck a 
spindle and the deck.

At the opening of tho Naiminio assizes 
Mr. Just-ieo Gray addressed the grand 
jury respecting the inault offered by Mr. 
Justice Strong to the British Oolumbia 
bench, as follows: - i**' 

A matter ufl'octing the aaminist^Ation 
of juetico ill British Columbia h"» at- 
tracted B goiul deal of attention during 
several months past and led to ohser 
vationa from tho bench by my brother 
judges SRvorally aa each haa pre- 
sided over one or other of tho autumn 
assizes. The reault has much lesaeued 
the importance of the tabjeot., I refer 
to some culpable observaliona made by 
two of the learned judges of the supreme 
court of Canada ruHecting upon the bench 
of this province on tho appeal at Ottawa 
in the Spfoule case. 

Tho reversal of the indiscroet order of 
Mr. .iustice Henry by the judges of his 
own court, and tho subsequent execution 
of t!iu priaoiier, have conclusively shown 
that he u'aa wrong and that the judges of 
this province \ver>! right in their law and 
judgment. (JotifukiKi^ in tliiiir adminh- 
tiutiu^n of the lair iniitit eous('(/i(e;i??i/ be 
::t retiglhtned ralfifr thaa be diminhlud. 

The observations of Mr. Justice Strong 
of a personal nature as to the chief- jus- 
tice of this province directly — and in- 
cidentally upon his brother judges as 
having c.ineurred with iiiin in the action 
ho bad taken in that caau, were made 
without a knowledge of the facta, and 
therefuru inexcusable in a judge, es- 
pecially when speaking and acting in 
his judicial capacity.

Then he 
sold them and invested the proceeds in 
French and American ' securities, llu 
continued lo send the Ruassian, who 
resided in Tari.s, jdiotographs of the 
chateau and farms that he had bought, 
and suddenly made a dash for Russia, 
where his clioni owned a gold mine, 
and by means of the power of attonu^y 
obtained large sums of ready money. 
He then coolly took possession of a 
large amount of family plate, pictures 
and statuary belonging to the Russian, 
.4old them and pocketed the money, 
but kept the plate, merely substituting 
his own family crest instead of the 
Russiaii'.s. Kranck aeted with such ex- 
traordinary rapidity time the JUissian, 
who had gone |)arlridge shooting in 
the iJInek Forest, know nothing about 
it until he unexiiecledly returned lo 
Paris and found Kranck starting to 
America with all his plunder. The 
Russian was thunder.struek with 
amazement, notified the police and 
Franck was arrested. While being 
taken to the Mazaa Prison in a cab by 
two policemen under the comman'' 
Oor|)or<i,l Santerre, Franck sudde. ./ 
complained of a frightful colic and jier- 
suaded the poliee lo let liini enter a 
re.staiiruiit in (lie );uo de i\ivoli, from 
which he luanagt.'U to escape throui;li a 
back door, leaving the police standing' 
sentry. Franck proceeded with light 
niiig Bi)e(id to tiio Credit Lyonnais an 
cashed a check for 1 50,000' francs, and 
the entire poliee force of Paris has not 
been able to g»!t scent of him. The 
amount of money ho embezzled from 
hia RuBsif^tioslient aloncexceeds^i^iOOO,- 
000 francs': "
